The Shah's visits to Jordan and 
Egypt came in the context of his ap- 
parent determination to build up 
his country as a major Middle 
East power wielding a greater in- 
fluence in the area and the Israel- 
Arab conflict through closer coopera- 
tion with the Arabs. The Shah 
hoped that his visit to Jordan and 
Egypt would help ease his five- 
year old border dispute with Iraq.

WORLD APPEAL FOR JAILED DOCTOR 


Shtern’s son demands trial of editor

TEL AVIV. — August Shtern, one 
of the sons of Dr. Mikhail Shtern, 
who was sentenced to eight years’ 
hard labour in the Ukraine last 
month, 888 demanded that the edi- 
tor of the newspaper “Vinnitsa 
Pravda” be tried for slanting news 
of his father’s trial. 

Dr. Shtern is appealing against 
his conviction on charges of taking 
bribes and swindling, The Jewish 
physician says he is innocent and 
that the charges against him were 
trumped up because of his family’s 
wish to go to Israel. Creating a pre- 
cedent in a Soviet politically-in- 
spired trial, most of the prosecution 
witnesses sided with the defendant. 
This, however, did not prevent the 
prosecution from convicting Dr. 


Shtern and passing a sentence which proce

August Shtern now charges that 
the local Vinnitsa' paper had even 
accused his father of offences with

‘Rockefeller is not Kissinger’s _ 
" ‘protector in probe of CIA’ -

DIRTY STORUSS. are now making 
the rounds about how Nelson Rocke- 
feller happened to become chair 
man of the President’s Commission 
on the Central Intelligence Agency. 
They are almost certainly false.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP). — A 
birth control capsule that works 
for a year when put under the 
skin could eliminate the use. of a 
daily pill, scientists say. ‘The capsule 


Institute of Technology (MIT) say 


slowly dissolves in the body. 

The capsules have-so far proved 
100 per cent effective in rats and 
dogs, the researchers say. They esti- 
mate that testing in humans is three 
years away, after more extensive 
animal studies. 


The' researchers say the capsule, 
which breaks down and is absorbed 
by the body like the internal sutures 
commonly used in surgery, may re- 
duce some of the side effects of 


standard birth control pills because || 


the total hormone dose over a long 
period ‘of time is much less then 


with pills. 


IT system does not require

London hij acker held; 


identified as Iranian 


LONDON. — A long-haired Iranian 
was held by police yesterday and 
was expected to 


in his capture without bloodshed af- 
ter nine hours of tension. 

The man, who seized control of 
a British Airways BAC-111 and held 
its crew of five hostage in the frst 
hijack ever staged at a British 
airport, was believed to be 27 years 
old and unemployed. 

Police sources said he had a mous- 
tache, very long hair and was dree- 
sed casually. He was refusing to 


speak. 

The Foreign Office said: ‘We can 
confirm that he is an Iranian citl- 
zen." It said the Iranian Embassy 
in London had been informed. 

The Iranian was not immediately 
named, but was expected to appear 
Inter at a West London court to be 
charged under Eritain'’s new Air 


he demanded a £100,000 ransom af- 
ter taking over the plane on a flight 
from Manchester to London's Heath- 


row Airport on Tuesday afternoon. 
After the plane's 46 passengers 
had been allowed to leave the plane, 
the hijacker threatened to blow it 
up with a grenade with the crew 
of five aboard. He also brandished 
@ revolver — but this later turned 
out to be a fake, lke the grenade. 
The man wanted to be flown to 
Paris and demanded £100,000, saying 
he had nothing to lve for. 
British Airways drew money out 
of a bank and loaded it on the 
plane — but only the top notes in 
the- bag were said to be real ones. 
Instead of being taken to Paris, 
the hijacker was fiown across Lon- 
don to Stansted in Essex, where he 
Was overpowered by a police dog- 
handler on leaving the plane. He 
apparently knew before the plane 
landed that he was not going to 
France. The only casualty in the 
incident was a steward who was 
bitten by a police dog. There were 
tmmediate demands from s¢veral 
members of Parliament for tighter 
airport security. Labour MP Paul 
Rose, who represents a Manchester 
constituency, accused the authorities 
of complacency.

The appellant, Winston Cowan, a 
lawyer by profeasion,-was charged 
in a Pretoria Court with stealing 
trust funds. A warrant for hig 
arrest was issued by the court but 
as Cowan was in Israel at the time 
the South African Government ask- 
ed the Israel Government to ex- 
tradite him. The Tel Aviv District 
Court, before whom he was brought 
at the Minister of Justice's direc- 
tion, held that he was subject to 
extradition, despite Cowan's coun- 
sel’s argument that the extradition 
treaty between Israe) and South 
Africa could not be invoked as it 
does not contain the condition spe- 
ecified in section 17 ta) of the Israel} 
Extradition Law, 1954. 

The relevant part of this section 
provides that: “A wanted person 
shall not be extradited unless it hag 
been ensured, by an agreement with 
the requesting state,that he will 


in that state for another offence.” 

The District Court held that arti- 
cle 2 of the extradition treaty be- 
tween Israel and South Africa, 
which provides, inter alia, that the 
parties “reciprocally undertake to 
deliver up to each other, under the 
circumstances and conditions 
stated in the present Treaty, but 
Subject to their respective lawson 
extradition,” should be interpreted 
as meaning that the parties each 
undertook to be bound by the ex- 
tradition laws of both countries, 
and that as the South African Ex- 
tradition Law contains, in section 
19 thereof, a provision laying down 
that no person surrendered to the 
South African Government would 
be tried for any offence other than 
that in respect of which the ex- 
tradition was sought, this meant 
that the Treaty ensured that South 
Africa would not “detain,try or 
punish a wanted person for another 
offence" with the meaning of sec- 
tion 17 (a). 

In the appeal against this decis- 
Jon to the Supreme Court, Mr. 
Mandel appeared for the appellant 
and Mr. Yarak, Assistant State At- 
torney, for the State. 


JUDGMENT 

Justice ΡΟΝ who delivered 
the judgment of the Supreme Court, 
held at the outset that the District 
Court's interpretation of section 2 
of the Extradition Treaty was erro- 
neous. In accordance with the let- 
ter of this article, he said, each of 


‘the two, States concerned, will deli- 


ver up wanted persons ‘Subject: to 
their ctive local laws. In other 
words, Israel undertakes to deliver 
up any person wanted by South 
Africa only if the provisions of her 
Extradition Law, including those 
of section 17 (a) of that Law, are 
complied with, while South Africa 
undertakes to deliver up any person 
wanted by Israel only if the pro- 
visions of her Extradition Law, in- 
cluding section’ 19 thereof, are 
complied with. Ξ 

The question that arises in the 
present case is, therefore, cont- 
tinued Justice Sussman, whether 
the provisions of the Israel Extrad- 
ition Law have been complied with 
{since it is South Africa which has 
asked Israel to extradite the appel- 
lant) and, im particular, whether 
the provisions of section 17 of that 
Law have been complied with, it 
being irrelevant in the  circums-, 
tances what provisions the South 
Africa extradition law contains. 

In considering this question Jus- 
tice Sussman noted that the State's 
representative had not denied the 
fact that the extradition treaty with 
South Africa differed from all the 
other extradition treaties entered into 
by the State of Israel, in that it did 
not contain an express provision en- 
suring that the requirements of sec- 
tion 17 (a) are met, and .that he 
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could not give any explanation for 
this omission. Nor, added, Justice 
Sussman, had the Government taken 
any steps to have the omission rec- 
tified during the time the appeal 
against the District Court's decision 
was pending. The State's represen- 
tative had argued alternatively, how- 
ever, be continued, that the demand 
in section 17 (a) that the requesting 
State ensure “by an agreement” that 
a wanted person would not be 
detained, tried or punished for 
another offence should not be deem- 
ed to mean that a clause to this 
effect must be expressly inserted 
in the: Extradition Treaty. but 
should δὲ deemed to mean that this 
intention may be read into the 
Treaty by implication as the prac- 
Hee of refraining from trying a 
wanted person for any offence other 
than that for which he is extradited 
is so universally accepted as ta be 
taken for granted tand in fact both 
the South Africun and Israe) laws 
tontain appropriate provisions to 
that effect). 

While he was prepared to 
concede, held Justice Sussman, that 
it might be concluded from a study 
of expert opinions and judgments 
on questions of international law 
that there is a general. but not 
clearly defined, international prac- 
tice whereby a country which re- 
celves an offender from another 
country refrains from procecding 
against him for any other offence 
than that for which he has been de- 
livered up, and that in fact section 
24 of the Israel Extradition Law, 
(paraliel to section 19 of the South 
African law) expressly provides 
that anyone extradited to Israel 
will not be tried for any offence 
than that for which he was ex- 
tradited, nevertheless he could not 
accept the respondent's arStitient 
that the provisions of section 17 (2) 
of the Extradition Law should be 
deemed to have been implemented 
in so far as extradition to South 
Africa is concerned. For, first, the 
extradition speciality contained in 
section 17 (a) is particularly strin- 
gent, in comparison,for example, 
with the parallel provision in the 
English Extradition Act, and there 
is no knowing whether the extrad- 
ition speciality given international 
recognition would cover the extreme 
demands of section 17, or for that 
matter whether it would comply 
with other ‘“idiosyncracies" of the 
Israel extradition law. Secondly, he 
continued, it is essential to presume 
that the Israel legislature was aware 
of the unwritten rule of internat~ 
icnal law which the State's repres- 
entative had pressed, but it had 
ievertheless Iserted in every othér 
extradition treaty, save that made 
with South Africa, an express 
clause which complies with the 
provisions of section 17 (a) and had 
not relied on the possible existence 
of any similar speciality clause 
in the law of the state concerned, 
and that despite the fact that the 
Extradition Ordinance of the Man- 
date, which was replaced by the 
Israel law, laid down, in the relev- 
ant part of section 7 (b), that “a 
fugitive criminal shall not be sur- 
rendered to a foreign state, unless 
provision is made by the law of 
that state or by. arrangement 
that the fugitive shall not be tried 
for any offence other than the ex- 
tradition crime.” 

The appeal should, therefore, be 
allowed, concluded Justice Sussman 
and the extradition order quashed.
